No subject can be better than what you 
went upon in your laft, for there feems to be 
Room enough left for more Inftances relati g 
to the Power of the Houfé of Commons, which 
is grown (> a prodigious Greatnefs in litle 
more ‘ye Space of one Century. I am 
clearly of yor. Opinion, touching the two Par- 
ticulai. which we clos’d our Difcourfe, N®, 
XX. wih; For Secrecy being the Soul of Policy, 
Mar ers of State fhould be communicated to 
the Cognizance, and Deliberation of few, viz. 
Fhe Governor in chief, and his Privy Council. 
And as to Religion, Ido not fee (under Favour 
be it fpoken) how it may quadrate with the 
calling of Lay-Méen to determine Matters of 
Divinity, and difcufs Points of Faith. 

Earneft. The Bifhop of Bangor will fcarce 
thank you for fuch an Aflertion. But to go on 
with what you feem to defire the Contintance 
of. If we will give Credit to Sir Edward Coke, 
who was a great Champion of the Houfe of 
‘Commons, ani no Friend to Prerogative (which 
he was us'd to call thit Great Menffer) the Pri- 
vilege of Freedom from Arrefts is the only Pir- 
vilege of Parliament. He cannot, or at leaft, 
he doth not, fo much as name any other inhis 
Section of the Privileges of Parliament 5 n-ither 
is this Privilege fo unqueftionable and clear, as 
fome do imagine, as may be proved from di- 
verfe Examples in the Reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, who was @ great Dariing of the Com- 
mons. 

In the 39th of her Reign, Sir Edward Hubby 
and Mr. Brograve Attorney of the Duteby, were 
fent by the Houfe to the Lord Kecper, to 
require his Lord{hip to revoke two Writs of 
Subpena, which were ferved upon Mr. 7 bomas 
Knevet, a Member of the Houf; whereupon 
the Lord K:eper demanded of them, whether 
they Were appomte’ by any advife1 Conful- 
tation of the Houfe to deliver this Mellage 
unto him with the Word require * They an- 
fwer'd yes, and he replyed, (is he thought 
reverently and honourably of .. 2 Hor fe, and 
of their Liberties and Privileves fo ra revoke 
the fad Sut poenas in that fo t, 2 ) rej. rain ber 
Maj: (ty in ber greateft Power, weich is she Pad- 
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lick Adminiftration of Juitice, in the Place, 
wherein be ferved her. Therefire, he concluded, 
teat, as they had required him, to revoke bs 
Writ, fo be did require further Deliberatic o. 

In the 18:h of the fame Queen Elizab.:h, 
Report was made by che Attorney of the 
Dutchy from the Committee for the deiiver- 
ing of Mr. Hall's Money, that the Comittee 
found no Precedent for fetting at large bv che 
Mace, any Perfon under Arreft, but only by 
Writ ; and that by diverfe Precedents of Re- 
cords perufed by the faid Committee ; it ap- 
peared, that every Knight, Cirizen, or Burgets, 
who doth defire Privilege, bath us’d in that Cafe 
to take a Corporal,Oath before the Lord Chan- 
cellor, or Keeper, for the Time being, that she 
Party for whom fuch Writ is pray’d, came up 
with him, avd was his Servant at the Time of 
the Arrefi made. Thereupon, Mr. Hall was 
diretted by the Houfe to repair to rhe Lord 
Keeper, and make Oath, and then to take a 
Warrant for a Writ of Privilege for his Servant. 

In the 27th of the fame Reign Mr. Richard 
Coke, 2 Member of Parliament being ferv'd 
with a Subpana of Chancery, the Lord Keeper 
upon Complaint to him, boldly anfwer’d, that 
he thought the Houfe had no fuch Privilege againft 
Subpoenas, as they pretended ; neither could he al- 
Lw of any Precedents of the Houfe ufed in that 
behalf, unie(s the Houle of Commons could alfo 
prove the fame to have been likewife alowed and 
ratifyed by Precedents in the High Ccurt of Chan- 
cery. For the original Writ for Election, 
which is the Foundation of the whole Bufinefs, 
makes mention of no fiich Privilege, and ’tis a 
Rule that to vary from the “dean:ny of the Writ, 
makes a Nullity of the Cauje, and the Preceed- 
ings thereupon. For where a Commiffioner ex- 
ercifes more Power than is warrauted by his 
Commiffion, the Act is not only invalid, but 
punifhable. aa 

Now the End and Scope cf Privilezes of 
Parliament, is not to give Power to do any 
publick At rot warranted by the Hr, bue 
they are intended as Helps, only toe: able rhe 
Membeis towards the Per'ormance of their 
Duties, anc. fo are fuofervient to the Power 
comprized in the Writ. For Initance; che 
Freedom from Arrefts doth not give any Pow- 
er at ali to the Houfe of C mmmons, to «io any 
excreordinary Act thereby, but the Members 
are made the more capable to attend the pub- 
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lick Service by being free from the Trouble of 
Arrefts ; fo that this Pr vilege gives no further 
Power at all, bue only helps towards tte Ex- 
ecution of the Power derived from the Royal 
Writ: Nor can the Freebolders by their Elections, 
give any fuch Privilege of Exemption from 
Arrefis; but it isthe mere Gift and Grace of 
the Sovercig' i; yet in point of Treafon, Fe- 
lony, or Breach of the King’s Peace, this Pri- 
vilege 7 of no Force. Now Privileges are 
Things contrary to Law, or at leaft, they ferve 
asa Difpen{at ion againjt Law, intended origina! ily 
for the better Difpatch of the King’s Bufinefs or 
fome publick Service. Nor could the Houfe 
of Commons punith any for Breach of this their 
Privilege, till chey had confer’d with the Lords, 
and till che Punithment had been refer’'d by 
them to the Commons, 
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vues Alam d+, or veneral Intectio 
ta: ts, the wre'ched Rern tue of that complica 
ries off all mucous filthy fanious Mater lod? 
where by all Cores, which cither cau! 
rine, or too frequently provokes it. ra lick 
fatly by the fubfequent Syrpoms 3; by a Debility 
oi the Buk 5 a teed and naule 
a purulens Matrer, or feculen: Sordcs re 
flying in ity v ich Varie y of Figures, 1 ! 8) Haus, Skins, 
Threads, &c, which, {t not tumely prevened, caufe 
Suanguaries, impair Nature, nohinge 
and render Life it feli very precarious, it 
frees the Body irom all Relicks of the ve: 
manag’d Cures, not only cleanfirg 
Sand, Gravel, Films or Membrancus Peliicles, bur atcer a fin- 
gular Efficacy invigorates the Reins, rcftoring them and ail the 
Genitals to their Original Tone and Ufe, tho? the Misfortune and 
Decay be of rhe longcit Date with an equal Succefs in either Sex.
